America’s War & America’s Peace 
Sins: 

Here in the Midwest, many with 
whom I have discussed Henry R, Luce’ 
article, America's War And America’s 
Peace (LIFE, Feb, 16), appreciate the 
keen analysis of what our war aims 
should be. We agree wholeheartedly 
with his conclusions, It is not the war 
which is causing the slowly sottling 
doubt. It is the peace, And though, as 
he has stated, they be indivisible, their 
place in time remains different — and 
that is the crux of the problem. True, 
we make our peace as we fight our war, 
But in a larger sense, our peace must 
also be administered after the war is 

‘The people of all countries, as well, 
must know America’s intention in the 
peace to come, And they must be made 
aware of it soon. Our part of elder 
brother in the brotherhood of nations 
cannot be released gradually and cau- 
tiously by the sometime chicanery of 
diplomacy. We need, instead, a politi- 
cal leadership and statesmanship of the 
type that has been sadly lacking since 
the days of Abraham Lincoln, 

Very simply, an announcement needs 
be made by those in authority that 
Americans accept the proposition that 
all men are created equal, regardless of 
thelr place of birth. That this natio 
will at all times and in all places con- 
sider itself henceforth suMelently quali- 
fled, alone if necessary, or joined by 
other friendly nations, to sit in equi- 
table International judgment on all ag- 
gressors or malefactors, maintaining by 
whatever means necessary the peace 
and Justice we now will have to pay so 
dearly to secure. On our shoulders has 
fallen"the mantle of humanity's bur- 
den; whether we wear it as a sword in 
war, or as a judge's robe in peace, we 
intend to keep it inviolately ours. 

‘These factory workers, these indus- 
trialists, these farmers, these clerks, 
these women of the prairie states, and 
Tam sure of all others as well, whose 
memory constantly recalls the Wilso- 
nian debacle, would understand such a

A baby’s life is being endangered! 


Tato this hospital room, a newborn baby soon will 
be brought to its mother. By then the visitors will 
have gone. But behind them they will leave danger 
for the infant. For they are violating a number of 
hospital visitor rules, and as a result the baby’s life 
may be menaced by the transfer of harmful germs 
from the outside world.

JAPANESE CARRY WAR TO CALIFORNIA COAST 


Kk week LIFE printed as its frontispiece a picture 
of the first enemy missile fired against American 
shores in World War II—a torpedo beached on Car- 
ibbean island of Aruba—and predicted more would 
follow. Here you see a second deadly token of Axi 
. The grim, repellent object shown above is a 
shell fragment, hurled from a Japanese submarine 
which rose out of the Pacific at dusk Feb. 28, and for 
a quarter hour bombarded the rich oil fields at Ell- 
wood, Calif., 12 miles north of Santa Barbara, 
Though no one, happily, was hurt in this coastal 
raid, and though damage was inconsequential, the epi- 
sode impressed on complacent citizens, as no admo- 


nitions had succeeded in doing, the stark fact that the 
enemy could and would carry hostilities to America’s 
continental coast. For the first time in this war, the 
. S. had truly been attacked at home. For the first 
time in its history as a State, California had heard 
hostile gunfire and the thud of hostile steel. The im- 
pact was such that President Roosevelt's address 
to the nation, during which the raid took place, was 
crowded from the lead columns of the morning pa- 
pers. And that, doubtless, was a primary objective of 
the foray. In Tokyo, Imperial headquarters crowed: 
“The raid proved to be a great military success.” 

All last week California's war nerves quivered

Red Army gets set to meet a great German drive hut American aid to Russia bogs down 


General MacArthur's incredible army actually ad- 
vanced five miles on the bay side of Bataan Peninsu- 
la, Last week the Philippine war was twelve weeks 
old and the men on Bataan thought it was time they 
had some reinforcement. Correspondents soberly ca- 
bled that they had started a “Bomber for Bataan’ 
campaign to buy one of the many bombers they 
heard were rolling out of U. S. factories. To make 
sure they got it, they offered to pay for a ship to di 
liver it and “special war-zone bonus for the crew. 
Colonel Charles L, Steel's gallant Sist Infantry 
adopted as its mark “BBB” meaning: 

We're Battling Bastards from Bataan 

No mama, no papa, no Uncle Sam. 

‘There were rumors that all this irony was not with- 
‘out the approval of their commander, MacArthur, 
who did not share the War Department's view about: 
the impossibility of reinforcing his army. From a 
cold-blooded point of view, however, the War De- 
partment is probably right. Whether or not Bataan 
could be reinforced, the job would be extremely dif- 
ficult and the United Nations command needs its 
slender resources elsewhere, Compared to Java and 
Burma, Bataan is a minor front, occupying com- 
paratively few Japanese 
troops. 

In Burma the British 
fell steadily back, aban- 
doning the city of Ra 
goon to fire and looting. 
In the Indies the Allies 
had even worse luck. Af- 
ter a running sea battle, 
the Japanese landed in 
great force on Java and 
began pushing rapidly in- 
land. 


STEEL 


RUSSIA FACES THE SPRING 


‘On the Russian front the Red Army seemed on the 
verge of scoring another victory. It had thrown a 
noose almost all the way around a German army in 
the region of Staraya Russa and hoped to close the 
noose on 96,000 Nazi troops. But the precious weeks 
of winter were fast running out. The thermometer at 
Hitler's Russian headquarters is beginning to creep 
upward and within a few weeks the ground will thaw 
at the southern end of the 2,000-mile front. Despite 
their losses of ground and strength, the Germans 
have managed to hold most of the vital strong points 
they held when winter came. A spring drive is clea: 
in the cards. According to reports gathered by the 
British Ministry of Economic Warfare, German fac- 
tories hit their highest production peak during the 
winter to re-equip the lost divisions. 

‘The picture as it looks to the Russian Army was 
presented last week by Phitip Jordan of the London 
News Chronicle, who reached Cairo after eight months 
in Russia. The Red Army leaders, he reported, expect 
a German spring drive stronger than the drive last 
autumn. Then Hitler hurled 51 divisions into the bat- 
tle; this spring he will have more. The Russians count 
on losing ground at first but containing the German 
drive before summer, When it begins to spend itself 
they expect to take the offensive and defeat the Ger- 
man Army by autumn, “whether or not aid is forth- 
coming in the nature of a continental adventure by 
the British fighting forces.” The Red Army view, as 
reported by Jordan, thus tallies with that of Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps, whose opinions appear on pages 83-89 of 
this issue, but the Russians expect a bitter fight first. 
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‘This, however, is the most optimistic view. Beyond 
doubt the Germans are equally confident of victory 
this summer. (A Stockholm report said that Hitler 
has vowed not to set foot on Reich soil again until 
the Russians are licked.) As for Americans, it would 
be hard to find a single military authority, in or out of 
the Army, who rates the Russian chances better than 
even, 


AMERICA’S STAKE IN RUSSIAN VICTORY 


Russia is America’s Yet there still exists, in a 
large body of American opinion, a lukewarmness to- 
ward Russia and a deep suspicion of Russia's pur- 
poses. This suspicion is fostered by Axis propagan- 
dists, but it has plenty of 
real basis in the past words 
and actions of the Soviets. 
Americans who share this 
suspicion would do well to 
face the facts of the case. 

‘There is only one war 
now being fought on the 
Continent of Europe—the 
war between Russia and 
Germany—and that war 
seems to be headed for a 
showdown this summer. It 
is idle to talk wishfully of Russia and Germany fight- 
ing each other to two pulps. In all likelihood one or 
the other is going to win—this summer. German 
tory would be a ister for the U.S. Russian 
tory 
might or might not come true, but there is at least 
reason to hope that Russia’s friends, such as Cripps, 
are right when they say that Stalin has no intention of 
spreading the Communist system all over Europe. 
‘The one way toensure that this does not happen is for 
America and Britain to put everything they can mus- 
ter into the fight. The greater America’s contribution 
to the victory, the greater say America will have in 
what follows German defeat on the Continent. 


AID THAT DOESN'T REACH RUSSIA 


So far, America’s performance on aid-to-Russia has 
been appallingly bad, Last October Russia drew up a 
list of almost 100 items and Washington promised to 
deliver them. Several shiploads had been sent when 
Pearl Harbor happened and the Army and Navy 
shut off all lease-lend to foreign countries. Late in 
December the ban was lifted on some items, but 


inquired when the 
inal promises might be filled and each time were told: 
by March 1. Nothing much happened and in Feb- 
ruary Stalin sent Litvinoff to ask President Roosevelt 
personally. The President too promised fast action, 
saying that deliveries would be up to the promise 
within two weeks or so. The promised quantities 
have not yet been sent, and Stalin is reported to be 
“highly cynical” about American help. 

In the opinion of some Government officials, the 
President himself doesnot know the situation. All the 
goods promised to Russia have been cleared by the 
ease-lend authorities but somewhere along the line 
they have been held up. Presumably officials, military 
or civilian, have delayed them, here diverting a ship- 
load of planes to some other destination, there hold- 
ing a consignment of tanks until the next ship. The 
root of the trouble is the lack of centralized authority 
toconsign the goods and follow through on actual ship- 


ment. Lease-lend is a kind of coat-pocket agency run 
from Harry Hopkins’ White House room, It may make 
the right decisions but it does not have the executive 
drive to force them on a reluctant Army and Navy. 


BOTTLENECK IN SHIPPING 


This is a war which the U.S. hopes to fight on other 
continents than its own. To win it, the U. S. must not 
only turn out the material of mechanized war but 
must transport that material across the oceans. Heavy 
bombers can fly to the theaters of war but everything 
else must go by s 
spare parts and ground crews for the heavy bombers. 
One of the greatest problems — perhaps in the long 
run the most crucial bottleneck of all—is shipping. 

‘Two reports of last week shed some light on this 
problem. One was the report of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, A. V. Alexander, showing that loss of 
ships in convoy on the Atlantic has been only 5% 
‘This contrasts with the extremely heavy 
convoyed tankers off the East coast of the U.S. (see 
pp. 28-29). In return for these lost tankers, the U 
exacted toll in the Atlantic of three submarines 
sunk, four probably damaged. 

All this points to the need for many more merchant 
ships, many more convoy ships. Admiral Land's 
Maritime Commission has done a heroic job of mer- 
chant-ship production but its program may still be 
Navy ships have enjoyed the top priori 
on material while merchant ships have rated low. For 

convoy purposes, more- 
over, the need is not so 
much for heavy warships 
as for destroyers and even 
lighter craft like corvettes. 

‘The problem of what 
ships deserve top priorities 
is of vital importance, So 
is the question of where to 
send the planes and tanks 
and guns that come out of 
U.S. factories. So aremany 
others which involve the 
allocation of our greatly strained resources, They ean- 
not be solved by the Army alone or the Navy alone 
or Donald Nelson alone or Harry Hopkinsalone. They 
cannot be solved by the President alone, ‘The U 
needs a Unified High Command with power to mal 
such decisions and see that they are carried out.

HOWLAND ISLAND RESCUE 


Destroyer saves two after 53-day marooning 
by THOMAS BEDERMAN

¢ a slender Lima bean, tiny Howland Island is one of the loneliest and 
iffc. With its neighbor, Boker Island, it was occupied 
1935 and colonized by young Hawalians in shifts of 
four to operate a weather-reporting station. In 1939 the new shift included Thomas 
Bederman, fresh out of Roosevelt High Schoo! in Honolulu. Bedermar the life, 
served @ hitch on Canton Island, returned to Howland, ond was there with three com= 
rades when the Japs bombed it the doy after Pear! Harbor. He wos marooned as 
completely as Crusoe for two months, was finally rescued by @ U. S. destroyer and 
retumed to Honolulu. His own story of his two months on Howland follows. 
Howland lies olmost where the Equator crosses the International Date Line, 1,600 
niles southwest of Howall. For centuries it has lain undisturbed, o flat soucer of 
blinding sun, sand and stinking guano left by clouds of sea birds. Samoans may 
have visited it, could never settle permanently. Highest elevation is 20 ft. Only 
vegetation ed ond @ few dead koa trees, only native animal life 
two kinds of lizards. Guano collectors occasionally visited. it in the 19th Century, 
cond were probably responsible for introducing the rats which now infest Howland. 


hen war came, there were four of us stationed on Howland Island, 

southwest of Honolulu. Our jobs there were simple. We were 
working for the Department of Interior and manning the weather 
station. The reports from our station were used by commercial and 
military aviators all over the Pacific to avoid storms and hurricanes. 

In the morning we would get up, make the weather recordings, 
take turns at breakfast, do the camp chores. Howland Island is only 
about two miles long by a half mile wide and there isn’t much to do 
on it. When we were not working, we looked for shells along the 
beaches, went fishing or contacted amateur radio operators on the 
West Coast of the U. S. by short wave. Off and on we would listen 
to commercial radio programs broadcast from the West Coast. We

liked Harry Owens’ Band, which used to play at the Royal Hawai- 
ian, best of all. It was a great evening on Howland whenever we 
heard him. 

Sunday, Dec. 7, was just like any other day to us until 6 in the 
afternoon. As usual it had been sunny and hot, and at 6 the four of us 
gathered in the Government House, a small wooden frame building, 
to listen to the news broadcasts. Then we heard that Hawaii had 
been bombed and that Manila, Wake and Midway were under 
attack, That night we hardly went to bed. We listened to both 
Churchill and Roosevelt and nervously wondered whether the Japs 
might pay attention to our little island. The next day we found out. 

In the morning we took the weather as usual but couldn't clear it. 
We were unable to get Canton and we didn’t want to bother Hono- 
lulu, Meanwhile, we had given the news of the war by radio to the 
four weather observers stationed at Baker Island, only 35 miles 
away. Toward noon all four of us were down on the beach, cleaning 
fish and putting them out to dry. Suddenly Joe Kelithananui looked 
up and saw 14 twin-engined bombers flying in high from the north- 
west. They didn’t look like American planes and they came from the 
wrong direction. Acting on a hunch that something was wrong, we 
all ran co the high spot (about 20 ft. above sea level) in the center of 
the island. There was a low grove of dead and decaying koa trees 
which partially camouflaged us and served as some sort of protection. 
Joe and Dick Whaley went together, while Elvin Mattson and I 
stayed together. 

From a height of about 10,000 ft. the bombers let us have it. They 
dropped about 20 bombs, then turned and came back over the 
islands, dropping some ten more. The explosions shook the ground 
under our feet and the smoke concealed almost everything from our 
view. Mattson thought he heard a scream but we couldn't be sure 
of anything in the confusion. Between all four of us we didn't have as 
much as a single revolver. Mattson and I lay flac in a clump of bushes 
100 ft. from where Joe and Dick were hiding. As we watched, three 
Jap planes came in lower than before, machine-gunning the Govern- 
ment buildings and the radio station. 

When the planes finally left, Mactson and I walked over to where

Dick and Joe were lying. They had been badly hit. They were both 
hurt in che legs and one had a chest wound and a hole in his back. 
We were going to fix up a place to put them but by the time we got 
something arranged, they were dead. 

That night Mattson and I were not going to take any chances of 
getting caught in the buildings if the Japs should come bombing 
again, We got out blankets and clothes and slept out in the open. 

Two days later the Japs did come again, This time it was a sub- 
marine. We saw it at 2 in the morning. It was a dark night, with a 
light rain and no moon. We could see this dark gray shadow, look- 
ing big and sinister, just outside the reef. We knew that as soon as 
dawn came we were in for trouble. To make ourselves as safe as 
possible, we fled that night to the other side of the island, away from 
the buildings, and there dug a dirt trench two and one-half feet deep, 
camouflaged with grass. We hoped the submarine would not spot us. 
At7 in the morning the sub started shelling. What looked like shells 
from 3- and 5-in. guns crashed into the sides of the buildings, knock- 
ing down ail our radio apparatus and putting the weather station 
out of business for good. We expected sailors from the sub to land 
but they never did. By noon they had left and we were alone again. 

Then we had the problem of getting enough food and water to live 
on. I guess we were pretty lucky. We caught enough rain water to 
prevent us from getting very thirsty and there was still canned corned 
beef, pork and a few canned vegetables left in the ruins of the Gov- 
ernment buildings. To get some variety we continued to go fishing 
and we developed a special fondness for wild birds, especially young 
terns which could be caught by simply walking up to them and grab- 
bing them. Our matches we protected by hiding them in several 
secret spots around the island. On Christmas and New Year's Day we 
had special treats. Originally there had been five chickens on the 
island but three of them had been killed by the bombing and shelling.

we had some more excitement. A big four-motored Jap bomber came 
in at about 12,000 ft. and dropped bombs near the buildings. At the 
time we happened to be nearby, looking for food. By the time the 
bomber had curned and was coming back to drop more bombs, how- 
ever, we had quickly hurried to the other side of the island where our 
dugout was still located. When what looked like the same bomber 
returned on Jan. 24 and dropped more sticks of bombs, we were safe 
in the dugout. 

After Jan. 5, when wesaw that bombers were likely to return at any 
minute, we stayed hidden all day long in our dugout. There we played 
checkers, read and slept. Atnight we would go back to camp, fix dinner 
by the stove, which was still intact, then lay our mattresses out in the 
open and sleep there. We never lit any lights of any kind at night. 

Then came the morning of Jan. 31. Just after dawn, on the west 
side of the island, we saw a dark gray destroyer appear over the hori- 
zon. We couldn't be sure what nationality it was but we imagined it 
was Japanese. This, we thought, will be a landing party to seize the 
sland formally. A half hour later we saw the landing party. They 
walked into camp, inspected the damage, began to look around to 
see if anybody was left alive. We watched them for awhile and then, 

nowing they would find us sooner or later, decided co give ourselves 
up. With hands outspread to show we had no weapons, we walked 
up co them. When we were within 100 feet my heart gave a terrific 
jump and I was happy for the first time in many weeks. They were 
not Japs buc Americans. A few minutes later Mattson and I were 
taken aboard the American destroyer and given a cup of coffee. 

By noon that day the destroyer was off Baker Island, where in 
spite of a heavy pounding surf we rescued the four boys who had been 


marooned there since war started. All six of us were thirsty, hungry 
and almost naked. When finally landed in Hawaii, our families 
thought we were souls risen from the dead

‘The gun barrel is surrounded by a water-filled 
chamber, which absorbs heat caused by intensive firing. The heart of the gun 
is a device (right) which utilizes the ki 
cartridge and to eject the spent shell. 

‘The trainee is then taught to identify and load the gun's ammunition. This is 
of three types: ball, used against exposed troops and light targets; tracer, used 
to observe marksmanship; armor-piercing, for use against tanks, concrete shel- 
ters and other resistant targets. He is shown that all of these bullets leave the 
barrel like water leaves the nozzle of a hose. They form a concentrated stream 
then fan out on the target in an exact cone pattern.

Each unit of that group is a delicate piece of mecha- 
nism and gives results directly proportionate to the 
amount of mechanieal skill with which its team places 
and operates it. 


Contrary to popular belief, the machine gun does 
not send out a wide fan of bullets to mow down ad- 
vancing troops. Usually the gunner does not even see 
the target. Each gun is part of a team and has itsown 
sector to cover. Its target may be fixed by map, range 
finder and compass, The gunner keeps covering that 
target—through darkness or smokesereen—by con- 
sulting his aiming sales on the gun’s mount orkeeping 
abearing on stakes which he has set in front of his gun.

and conceal his gun. A gun is valuable only as long as 
its presence remains a mystery to the enemy. Mem- 
bers of the gun team are taught to dig emplacements 
and cover them with net.

Men who use the gun well are inval- 
uable tothe Army. The Browning heavy machine gun

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TWENTY RUSSIAN QUESTIONS 


A BRILLIANT NEW STATESMAN IN BRITAIN’S WAR CABINET ANSWERS THEM WITH AUTHORITY 


hen I was asked co write an article for LIFE, 

I naturally enquired what the Editor wanted 
me to write about, beyond the very vague and 
general subject of Russia. 

The Editor was then good enough to send me 
a series of questions which he thought would be 
interesting to his readers and suggested that I 
should answer them. This I propose to do. If the 
questions are not the right ones that is not my 
fault, but if the answers are inadequate I accept 
the full responsibility. 


1 How tas the soar affected Stalin's personality? 


Stalin has for long been expecting that Russia 
would have to fight against the aggression of her 
Western and Eastern neighbors and he has for 
some years been preparing the Soviet Union for 
its defense. He has never himself had aggressive 
intentions, though he has realized the need for 
strong, strategic frontiers. He has always hoped 
that he would be left alone co continue with the 
peaceful development of his own country. Up 
till the time when he realized the immediate dan- 
ger of a German attack, he stayed in the back- 
ground directing the forces of the U. S. S. R., 
but when the danger became apparent last May, 
he took on the position of Prime Minister and 
later when the war actually started he also took 
the post of Defense Minister. This has brought 
him more prominently before the public but ic 
has not essentially changed the role of his leader- 
ship. 

He has been very sparing with his public ut- 
terances, some people think coo sparing, but he 
evidently does not believe in making constant 
personal appeals to his people. His position in 
the country has become immeasurably stronger 
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since the war began and he has proved himself 
to be as big a man as many people had always 
considered him. 

Ido not think that the war has changed him 
in any marked way, though like all realists he 
has no doubt taken advantage of the fresh ex- 
periences chat he has been through during the 
war to adjust himself and his policies to the 
aceds of a rapidly changing situation. 


1 Dies. Stalin san the wae personally? 


All the major decisions are his, though he has 
many able helpers. He carries the supreme respon- 
sibility for everything that is decided upon. He 
has the most amazing grasp of detail in all mat- 
ters that concern the Government of the country. 
Ac interviews he never refers to a document and 
is never at a loss for any material information as 
to the point under discussion. 

‘The strategy of the war has been his strategy 
by decision, and at each turning point it is he 
who has taken the responsibility for the new 
direction of events. 


3 Was rie Russian transfer of industries eastward as 
theGermans advanced a vital factor in Russian success? 


There are ewo aspects of this question, the advan- 
tage to the Russians and the disadvantage to the 
Germans of the move of the threatened industries 
eastward. Primarily it was a part of the an- 
nounced policy of denying all possible means of 
assistance to the enemy. But at the same time it 
was designed to save for the Russians a part of 
their industry which would otherwise have been 


lost. It succeeded in both these ways and has 
made a most valuable contribution to the success 
of the Russians. Its difficult to say of any factor 
that it alone was vital but this evacuation of 
industry was certainly a very important partof the 
Russian war effort. It has not as yet borne its 
full fruit, since all the industries have not yet been 
re-established or restarted, and it will, of course, 
be some time before they can get into full pro- 
duction in their new locations. The evacuation 
could not in the nature of things be complete but 
so far as the major war industries are concerned 
they were cither evacuated or destroyed. For in- 
stance all the world knows of the destruction of 
the great dam at Dnepropetrovsk and of the ship- 
yards on the Black Sea. These were cases in which 
removal was not a possibility nor could the fac- 
tories which were used to supply the beleaguered 
garrison of Odessa be evacuated and, in other 
Cases too, certain of the industries had to be kept 
in operation until the last moment. Where the 
industries could be evacuated, a large part of 
their skilled staff was moved with them so that 
there could be a continuity of production as soon 
as possible. 


4 Hew is Russia stronger and bw weaker than at the 
war's start? 


The only ways in which Russia is weaker are 
those inseparable from the loss of men and ter- 
ritory. There is today less available manpower, 
owing to casualties and to the civilians who 
have been driven back into Germany, sometimes 
under the name of prisoners of war and contrary 
to all international understanding. There are less 
available areas from which to derive foodstuffs 
and raw materials, owing to the large areas still 
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war he made a quick and brilliant success in law. He became Britain's greatest expert on 
company law, counsel to many British industrial interests and by repute the highest-paid 


Sir Stafford Cripps entered the British War Cabinet on Feb. 19, becowing Lord Privy Seal 
and Leader of the House of Commons (i.e., the Cabinet's spokesman in Parliament). Cripps 
isa left-wing statesman who stands for socialism at home, close friendship with Russia and lawyer in England. 
freedom for India, and who was expelled from the Labor Party chcee years ago for being 


“too left,"* His entry into the War Cabinet was the mos: significant development in British 
politics since Churchill took office, 

Cripps's sudden rise to power is largely the result of the great prestige he gained as Bri- 
tish Ambassador to Russia. He went to Moscow in June 1940, when Russia was lined up 
with Germany, and is given credit for working out the Anglo-Russiso alliance. Cripps, 
therefore, speaks with unequaled authority on Russia. At LIFE’s request he agreed to 
answer any questions put to him. LIFE asked the questions which begin on this page and 
Sir Stafford answered them with the frankness for which he is noted in Britain. 

Cripps’s appointment to the War Cabinet climaxes one of the most remarkable careers in 
British public life. His family background was wealthy and aristocratic. The youngest soa 
of Lord Parmoor, he grew up on the family estate in the Cotswolds, gor his education at 
exclusive Winchester. But radicalism was also in the family. His father, starting out as 

| Conservative, received his title from the Liberals and, as Lord + of the Council, 
| held office under the Laborites. His aunt Beatrice married Sidney Webb and with him be- 
came, as Lord and Lady Passfield, the grand old couple of English socialis: 

‘At the University of London, Cripps made a name for himself as a chemistry student, 

| only to give up science for the law. Then, during the first World War he drove a truck for 


a year in France before he was ordered back to superintend an explosives factory. After the 


After ten spectacular years as a corporation lawyer, Cripps shifted his main interest to 
politics. During his law career he had been active in Labor Party politics and had taken 
many labor cases. Now he became Solicitor General in the second MacDonald Govern- 
ment. Through his brilliant mind and skill at debate he became a force in the House of 
Commons and leader of the Labor Party's left wing. He founded the Socialist League and 
in 1936 began pressing for a United Front with the Communists. The trades union Labor- 
ites differed and in 1939 the Labor Party expelled him, giving rise to the comment: “Labor 
has blown its brains our.” 

From 1933 on, Cripps argued steadily for better British relations with Russia. So long as 
the Chamberlain Government stood he got nowhere, but after war began Winston Chur- 
chill, his political opponent of many years, sent him on the mission to Moscow which was 
crowned with success. 

Cripps is a gentleman and a scholar, a witty conversationalist but a somewhat stiff plat- 
form speaker who moves people by cold reason rather than emotion. Because of a stomach 
complaint dating from his war service, he can eat nothing but raw fruits and vegeta- 
bles, milk and cheese. For this and for his steadfast hold on “’Christian principles" he has 
been called “Christ and Carrots.” Few men in British public life have been more vicious- 
ly attacked but few are so deeply respected for their brains. For many million Bricons, 
Cripps stands second only to Winston Churchill as the symbol of hope for Britain’s future.

occupied by the Germans. A considerable part of the corn-growing 
areas of the Ukraine is still in enemy occupation and so are a number 
of important mineral districts and manufacturing centers. Such a loss 
as that already mentioned of the great dam at Dnepropetrovsk, 
which supplied electric power to a wide industrial area, is obviously 
a serious diminution of available power. 

On the other hand there have been great gains during the seven 
months of the war. The number of trained and fully equipped men is 
much greater and the output of the factories, mines and to some 
extent of the farms in the unoccupied areas has very much increased. 
New weapons of war have been devised and improvements madein the 
design of airplanes and tanks. Above all the Russians have learned by 
bitter experience the way to deal with che mechanized forces of the 
Germans. They are the first nation to have shown themselves cap- 
able of dealing with blitz tactics, even where they have had an in- 
feriority of machines and men as was the case in many places and 
at many times along the 2,000-mile front, 


5) Wilt Russia be at good offensively ae defensively? 


‘That must very much depend upon the type of offensive action that is 
undertaken, The communications on the Russian side of the frontier 
are not as well developed as on the German side and it will therefore 
be less easy for the Russians co move and concentrate their troops 
rapidly. But in the conditions which now prevail of deep snow and 
hard frost I can see no reason why the employment of their present 
tactics should not continue to yield excellent results. I do not think 
that they would find it as easy as the Germans to sweep forward with 
immense speed in a mighty blitz, but the speed of their advance will 
depend to a considerable degree upon the morale and resistance of the 
German troops. 

It is a miracle that the Russians were able to fight for months on 
the defensive, moving back all the rime with great speed and yet 
without any disastrous break in their lines that they could not and 
did not mend. They carried out the most difficult and arduous retreat 
and at the same time were wearing down the face of the enemy. Ie is 
difficult to sce how they could be better at the offensive, as they did 
a wonderful piece of work in their defense, but I should think the 
Germans very stupid if they relied on the Russian offensive as some~ 
thing less effective chan their defense. That at any rate docs nor seem 
to be Hitler's point of view for the moment. 


B Witt you elaborate your seatement that the Russian armies will be twice 
as strong this next June as when the war began? } 


‘The reason for this is that Russia was taken by surprise by the 
treacherous attack of her avowed friend. There had been neither the 
time nor the need to mobilize her vast reserves of manpower. Hitler's 
assertion chat the Soviet Government was preparing an attack is as 
false as most of his other accusations against those whom he has 
attacked without cause. In a country the size of Russia it takes a 
long time to carry through a complete mobilization and to collect 
all the equipment necessary, especially when there is fierce fighting 
and a big retreat being carried out all the time. However, from 
the very day that the war broke out, that process has been steadi- 
ly proceeding and it was the throwing in of the first of the new 
armies that turned the scale against Germany. Now those armies 
will be coming forward month by month and in spite of the 
losses incurred they will swell the numbers available in the front 
line, According to my view, there will be at least twice as many 
effectives by next June compared to the forces available when the 
war started, 


| Whar shows the Russian policy of giving, the younger oficers command? 


This is part of the healthy realism of the Soviet outlook. They are 
concerned with the winning of the war and everything that contrib- 
utes to that end is employed. If people are inefficient, they go and 
others take their place. The Soviet Government has been training 
young officers for some years in their military schools, and these 
young men have now proved themselves to be worthy of their train- 
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ing and have been given their opportunity, which many of them have 
taken with great courage and distinction. 


B thew far does Rastia expect to send armies across Europe? 


Stalin's plan is to defeat the Nazis completely and absolutely, and 
the Russian armies will go as far across Europe as is necessary to ac- 
complish that end. There is in my view no question of the Russ- 
ians stopping shore in order to compromise or for any other reason 
than that Germany has already been completely beaten, The main 
objective will, I think, be Berlin, since that is the nerve center of 
German aggression and power. It is there that Axis will be finally 
broken. 


9 De ste Russians’ expect defeat the Germans without Angle-Amutican 
belp? 


The Soviet Government is, I believe, confident that in the long 
run they would beat Germany, even if they had to fight alone to do 
ic bue it would then take a longer time to finish the war. Certainly 
the Russians don’t expect to do it without our help, since they ¢x- 
pect their Allies co give them help in their struggle, Our two coun- 
tries have already done something in the way of sending material aid 
and I hope that we shall not only keep on with what we are doing 
but tha we shall do more and more. British tanks and airplanes have 
already played their part though only a small one in the front-line 
battles against the Germans on Russian soil. 

There is, however, another aspect of this matter which is impor- 
tant. The Soviet Government would, I think, like the troops of its 
Allies ro enter Germany at the same time as its own and to share in 
the defeat of the German armies and in the occupation of the Ger- 
man territory. This is wisdom and we should be making preparations 
for this moment which may come sooner than some of us seem to 
think. 

Ultimately we cannot leave our co-operation to nothing but the 
supply of material, we must take common action so as to earn fully 
our place in the reorganization of Europe. 


10 Wier: permanene serrisovial Dawnidaries does Racstia envisage for ber- 


self? 


Here I must speak with great reserve and give the best opinion 
that I can. This opinion is based upon my knowledge of the Soviet 
view as to the strategic necessities of Russian defense, and my own 
surmise as to what the Soviet Government is likely to consider the 
minimum for its own future protection. I put it in this way because 
I am convinced that this is the true basis of Soviet policy on the 
question of ftture boundaries, 

Tam not speaking from any knowledge of what the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has actually demanded. 

After the last war and Russian Revolution, which was followed by 
the attempt of the victorious powers to defeat the new Bolshevist 
Government and to put back into power a "White" Russian Govern- 
ment, many curtailments were made in Russian territory. What had 
been considered safe for a Czarist Government to hold was considered 
unsafe in the hand of their successors. Finland became a free country; 
the Baltic States were created into three small independent countries 
—Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania; Poland, which had been recreated 
asa kingdom, fought Russia and enlarged its boundaries at the Rus- 
sian expense, and Bessarabia fell to Rumania, Now all these altcra- 
tions not only curtailed the extent of the Sovict Union but were 
expressly designed to weaken that country strategically. The fear of 
Bolshevism took the form of practical measures to diminish the 
power of Soviet Russia. 

Since that time during the early period of the present World War 
the Soviet Government tried to recreate strategically its frontiers on 
the West against Germany. Ie is well for the fucure of the world that 
this was done before the German attack was launched, as those car- 
lier extensions of frontiers have enabled the Soviet Government to 
withdraw without losing vital centers such as Leningrad and Mos- 
cow. Had the Germans started their blitz at the frontiers of Finland, 
Esthonia and Poland as they existed in 1939, it is almost certain that 
they would have penetrated far beyond Leningrad and Moscow be- 


fore they could have been halted. Ic is to the benefit of every country 
fighting against the Nazis that they were stopped short of those 
great centers of manufacture and population. It will not only make 
the final defeat of Nazism more certain but it will much shorten the 
war. 

To protect Leningrad, it is essential that the Russians should con- 
trol the Gulf of Finland and the Baltic coast. It is also necessary that 
there should not exist small states close to the vital points of Sovier 
industry which can be made use of by hostile powers as a base for at- 
tack. This means that judging by the strategic necessities of the 
situation, the Soviet Government must ask for boundaries which 
it has fought to defend against Germany—the boundaries of June 
1941. There is this possible exception, that the Russo-Polish bound- 
ary was admittedly of a temporary nature when the war between 
Germany and Russia started and its final configuration will have co 
be worked out between what are now, Iam glad to say, two friendly 
countries, Poland and the U. S. 8. R. 

The Soviet Government has no intention, and of this Iam certain, 
to demand anything more in the way of territorial acquisition; it will 
ask for future safety and not territorial aggrandizement. There may, 
of course, be small matters of readjustment of boundaries this way o: 
that buc from the point of view of any substantial alteration I am 
certain there will be no other demands, 


1 What are Russia's war and peace aims? 


So far as territorial aims are concerned, I have already deale with 
these, The Russian war aim isexactly the sameas that of Great Britain 
and the United States of America—the final defeat of aggression and 
the making safe of the world against a repetition of the events of the 
last two decades. 

Her peace aims are co reconstitue Europe and the world upon a 
basis that will allow che Soviet Government to carry on the develop 
ment of its country in safecy and peace. To this end the Russians 
think that some punishment must be meted out co those who are re~ 
sponsible for the brutalities of the present war, to prove to the world 
that civilization will not tolerate such behavior. 

Broadly speaking, I think that the Russian conception of the post- 
war world can be summed up by saying that they envisage a world in 
which the peace is supervised by a strong United States, U.S. 8. R. 
and Great Britain, They are very realistic as to the future, and do not 
think that any mere liberal idealism will serve to keep the peace in a 
world where the bictertiess of the war will take many years to die 
down and where disarmament on anything like a total scale will not 
be possible. 


12 Will they establish Communism in territories they occupy? 


If by this is meant temporary occupation without any intention to 
take over the territories, then the answer is in the negative. These 
areas which they consider it necessary to occupy for their own safe- 
ty they will incorporate into the Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lics as autonomous republics within the Union. 


13. wrnce cconiite syineo'de sbky ‘cnnizage for’ Germans? 


The Soviet Government has throughout drawn a distinction between 
the German people and the Nazis. It has determined to destroy the 
Nazis and all cheit works, but it does not want todestroy or interfere 
with the Germans provided they are content to keep themselves to 
themselves in the future. The Russians would not, therefore, attempt 
to impose any specific economic system upon the Germans, provided 
they give up their allegiance to Hitler and his National Socialism, 
which is nothing but a cloak for aggression and aggrandizement. 


14 To what extent does Russia still bold to the object of world revolution? 


Every person who thinks ot believes that he has discovered the best 
way of regulating and governing human communities not unnatu- 
rally desires to extend that way over as wide an area as possible. We 
are all of us naturally missionaries for those causes in which we be- 
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RUSSIA (continued) 


lieve. The Russian Communists believe that they have discovered the 
best way as yet known for organizing humanity to greater happiness, 
they therefore wish to spread that civilizing influence over the world 
as a matter of ideology, just as we are trying to persuade the world 
that Western Democracy is something peculiarly good and valuable. 
If there is to be a profound change in the economic system, no doubt 
the Russians would expect it to come by revolutionary methods, 
as would many people. But this does not in the least mean that 
they want to use their political influence to start revolutions in 
other countries. In fact, just the opposite is the case. This I can 
say with certainty, as I'have had it direct from Mr. Stalin him- 
self and it has been stated publicly by the Soviet Government 
on more than one occasion recently. The Russians do not want to 
interfere with the internal affairs of other countries. They wish 
to follow a policy of live and let live. They are prepared to rely 
upon the example of their achievements and the merits of their 
system to persuade others of its value and of the desirability of its 
adoption. 

I should like to emphasize this point as strongly as possible be- 
cause Hitler and his fifth columnists are always trying to make use 
of the fear of the so-called 'Bolshevization” of Europe in order to 
weaken the alliance of their opponents. 


15 Des Seatin bave am accurate picture of England and America? 


This is a very difficult question to answer, as I chink that my view of 
the picture of England and America would probably differ very much 
from that of some Americans and Englishmen! 

Mr. Stalin is, I think, convinced of the determination of Mr. 
Churchill and of President Roosevelt to do their urmost to defeat the 
Nazis. He realizes that in a democracy such as we have it is not $0 
easy to mobilize the maximum effort quickly but that we are doing 
our best to get going as rapidly as we can, He knows that we want to 
help but he is perhaps not quitesure as to how far we are prepared to 
go in that direction, Nor is he as yet quite certain as to what our 
attitude will be to Russia after the war is over and the reorganization 
of Europe has to be undertaken. 

I believe that it is of the utmost importance to the future of civil- 
ization that she position should be clarified without any delay as 
between the three countries. 


1B pias tbe war changed the Russian ideas? 


If this means have the Russians given up their ideas of the best form 
of economic organization for their country, then the answer is cer- 
tainly no. In fact the war has shown that they are the only people of 
Europe who have been able to meet the blitz tactics of Hitler with 
success. The reason of the success is partly due to the way that they 
have built up their defense industries over a long period of time, 
and their ability under their economic system to concentrate all 
productive energy upon the prosecution of the war. This capacity 
was partly harnessed to the development of the peaceful pros- 
perity of their country before they were attacked and they take 
the view that, considering all the difficulties which they encoun- 
tered, the progress that they had made was remarkable. They will 
not change the fundamental structure of their society but as the 
realists that they are they will, if they find it advantageous, make 
very considerable adjustments in their political and legislative ma- 
chinery. 


TT cece nscsracnsevapanainecey atscmnsagaeace veermaelat 


‘The attitude of the Soviet Government in the past has been condi- 
tioned by the behavior of other countries toward the U. S. S. R. Icis 
the reflection of external hostility based upon fear of “Bolshevism"” 
that made Russia feel quite rightly that it stood alone in a hostile 
environment. 

At the moment it realizes that a position has arisen which opens 
the possibility for a change, and that has indeed brought already 
some change in the sense that we are now Allies fighting a com- 
mon enemy. The future is not yet clear, and though the Russians 


are anxious to co-operate in the post-war reorganization, they 
are not yet certain as to the attitude of our two countries on this 
matter. 

The Soviet Government certainly docs not regard itself as against 
the world in the sense that it is hostile to the world or aggressive 
toward it. It would be much more accurate to consider the question 
from the point of view of the isolation of Russia by the rest of the 
world rather than Russia's opposition to the world. 


IB De sbe Soviceteaders fear Allied coalition against them after the Ger 
man defeat? 


It would be an exaggeration to suggest that there is any fear of such 
a coalition, but it is necessary to realize that all the past history of 
Russia's international relations cannot be wiped out in a moment and 
therefore the Soviet Government is, as I have already stated, anxious 
to know what the true position is to be after the war. 

Are we still going to be obsessed by the carefully fostered fear of 
“Bolshevism"—the Red terror—which has done so much to help 
Germany already or are we prepared to start with a clean slate in a 
co-operative effort to make a reality of peace in the world? In my 
view this latter attitude can alone save the world, and I feel con- 
vinced that the Soviet Government is prepared as we should be pre~ 
pared to overlook the past if we are genuine in our desires as to the 
fucure. 


19 Why do the Russians keep the Allies, especially the military observers, at 
arm's lengeh? 


This is an overemphasis in the form in which the question is pur. The 
lack of close co-operation insofar as it has existed is only part and 
parcel of the uncertainty as co the future which I have already dealt 
with in earlier answers. We have to a large extent been fighting two 
wars against the same enemy rather than one war against a common 
foc. This has partly been due to the inescapable facts of geography 
and partly due to the difficulty of reaching rapidly a close friendship 
between governments that have been largely hostile or indifferent to 

other in the past. We have all made mistakes, all three of us I 
and those mistakes have created difficulties; we must over- 
come those difficulties before we can expect a close and intimate co- 
operation, But friendship is fase developing and feeling among the 
people on both sides is, Lam convinced, excellent; it is now for the 
statesmen of all three countries to put those feelings of friendship 
into the political terms of an arrangement between the three coun- 
tries covering our post-war relations, which will safeguard each from 
the fears and suspicions that might otherwise make true collabora- 
tion impossible, 


20 war kind of partmer will Russia make at the Peace Conference? 


This will depend upon the degree to which we can reach a firm under- 
standing of co-operation and friendship with the Soviet Government 
before we mect round the green table, I repeat that the Russians are 
realists, they are determined to prevent a recurrence of the events of 
the last 20 years and they will not look upon mere sentimental ideal- 
ism as a good weapon with which to keep the peace. If we are equally 
determined to face the realities of the situation, we shall find the 
Russians the most doughty Allies and helpers. We must appreciate 
their point of view just as they must appreciate ours, because a sound 
solution will only come out of a sympathetic mutual understanding 
of the objective and of the fears of all those who seck to work 
together. 

I regard it as of the greatest importance that we should not leave 
the discussion of our views as to the peace until the last moment 
when we shall have to come to a quick decision. The future of all the 
world, for our lifetime at least, will be dependent upon what is de- 
cided at the peace conference. It is surely a thousand times worth- 
while to do all that is possible to secure that the decisions there 
taken are the best that can be arrived at. This necessitates the dis- 
cussion beforchand of all che main issues by the countries that 
will be mainly concerned with keeping the peace, after the war, 
the United States of America, the U. S. S. R., Great Britain and 
China.
